1889. 
The subject of our thought will be: 
How abould Spiritualiam be applied 
Individually aod Universally? 
There isa meaning iu Splritualiam 
to those who have accepted It and 
bave made an application of Ha princi- 
plea to the individual lfe. It is not 
bere to answer an idle fancy; it la not 
here to answer alone an Idle curiceity 
nor to call attention by appeaiiog to 
this element In the nature of maukind. 
It Js here because there is a deep and 
long-felt want In the human family. It 
ig here because In the past aud up to 
the present time deith bas been a mys- 
tery unsolved and little uaderstood. It 
is bere because it Is possible in this day 
and at this perlod of time to be bere in 
ite present phase or form. I: is not the 
advent of a new thing entirely; because 
asold as man ia, avold as deuth fs, as 
old as truth in, 89 old ta Spiritualism. 
Modern Sphitualism—or its present | 
form which we term Modero Spiritual- 
iam—ie but a modern expression of this

But what of self-sacrifice? Do not 
confound it with self-denial. The latter 
properly exercised is praiseworthy and 
belpful, while the former calls for our 
condemnation because harmful.

How much better is one smile 
prompted by a grateful soul, or the 
smallest service rendered without 
thought of reward, than a year of reluc 
tant toll. with « frown in the heart cov 
ering the ghastly hope of getting even 
with humanity in heaven. Away with 
the doctrine that has self-sacrifive for 
ite fuundation-stone! There can be 
notbing more pernicious! It ia an out- 
growth of cowardice, it leads tostoicism, 
another name for selfishness, and results 
in a cramped and misshapened soul. 
And what is the effect upon those 
whose Interests It is supposed to espec- 
jally subserve? It cultivates lo them 
meanness tyranuy aud selfishness. It 
sends them Into the next life witha 
dwarfed and deformed spirit.

The fact that the Rev. M. J. Savage officiated 
at their funcral services will enlighten 
thoughtfal readers of the secu.ar papeis that 
there was po orthodoxy in them tn thelr old 
age.
